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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 30 
directed to an invention non-elected with traverse in the reply filed on 12/30/2005. As 
indicated in the previous Office Action, converting low resolution to high resolution in 
compressed domain is different from converting in the pixel domain, the examiner 
maintained the restriction requirement and made it final. Applicant is given ONE 
MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from the date of this letter, whichever is longer, to cancel the 
noted claims or take other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144). Failure to take action 
during this period will be treated as authorization to cancel the noted claims by 
Examiner's Amendment and pass the case to issue.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-29 are allowed, 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The present invention relates to systems and methods for combining and 
transmitting compressed digital video data having different resolutions over 
communication channels. Various related prior art of record does not anticipate or 
render obviousness a system for providing a bitstream including compressed video 
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data, the system comprising: a tiling apparatus that receives first compressed video 
data at a low resolution and outputs tiled first compressed video data such that it 
is displayable using high resolution (a converting process from low to high resolution 
occurring in the compressed domain); and a combiner that receives the tiled first 
compressed video data displayable using the high resolution and receives second 
compressed video data at the high resolution and combines the tiled first compressed 
video data and the second compressed video data together to provide an output 
bitstream including the tiled first compressed video data and the second compressed 
video data as specified in claims 1 , 7 , 19, 23 and 27.
